Compeigne, Sep. 24.--Emperor Nich- 
olas yesterday for the first time came 
in contact with the French army 
operating under war conditions and 
pot merely in parade uniform. 

The troops were concentrated on 
the plains around Fort Vitry in the 
early morning The czar, surround- 
ed by French and Russian staff ofi- 
cers, followed most of the movements 
on horseback. | 

The skirmishinig army corps early 
developed an attack upon Fort 
Fresnes, The czar and czarina, with 
M. Loubet and others, mounted the 
earthworks inside and watched the 
whole army corps advance to the 
assault. The enemy approached in 
heavy line under cover of the shells 
of their artillery, to which the fort 
responded. The position was finally 
carried at the point fo the bayonet

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THE SANITY OF THE ASSASSIN 


Buffalo, Sept, 2th—Leon F.Czol- 
go0ez,whosee trial for the assasination 
of President McKinley will begin 
next Monday, was examined as to 
his sanity for an hour this afternoon 
by Dr. Carter F. McDonald of New 
York, the eminent physician , who 
was for years chairman of the state 
board of the lunacy commission. 
The prisoner's counsel, Judge Lewis 
and Titus, were present at different 
times during the examination. At ite 
close Dr. McDonald declined to dis- 
cuss the case and the attorneys 
would not express their opinion as 
to tho assassin’s mental condition, 
although the inference drawn from 
their answers was that they believed 
Czolgosz to be sane. Mr. McDonald 
was brought to Buffalo through the | 
efforts of Professor Moot and others | 
of tho bar association for the purpose | 
Of passing-on the assassin’s mind, 
as the association has promised to | 
assist Judge Lewis and Titus who 
were suggested as counsel for the
